Of the total amount re-

quired ftli.000 is needed to meet un-

usual appropriations made by the leg-

islature 1269,000 for the Lewis anri

Clink fair, or the half of the whole ap-

propriation to be raised this year;
tltS, (KM for the portage railroad. $100.

0' for the Celilo canal and $100,000 for
the Indian war veterans. Were it not

for these appropriations but $810,000

would be raised by direct taxation, and

the levy would be less than 4 mills.
The hr-av- levy for 1904 will be a burd-

en on the taxpayers, but. In view of

the benefits to be derived. It can well

be borne. Of the appropriations that
. of $100,000 for the Celilo canal right-of-w- ay

will net the greatest benefits, for
. it will have the effect of affording the

producers of the great Inland empire
an open highway to the sea. The fair
will doubtless be of preliminary bene-

fit, but the reaction may be disastrous.
However, the people of Portland are

accepting all the chance so far as per-

manent results are concerned, and the
rest of the state has willingly provided
them with the large sum asked for the

exposition. As for the portage road.

It may be of some benefit, but the pro-

ject is a doubtful one. It is gratifying
to know that, with all these lavish ap-

propriations, Oregon is still absolutely

free from debt, and the action of the
board in maintaining this condition Is

to be commended. There Is no good

reason why a state, county or muni-

cipal government should be constantly

menaced with a gigantic interest ac-

count, and taxpayers should at all

t'Tipn reauired to pay their way.
We of Astoria, who pay out in Interest
Almost as much as is received from

legitimate taxation, are In position to

pppreciate this. "Pay as you go" is

not only good polity for individuals,

but as well for local and state corpor-

ations. .
